homes from taxes of every kind until 
a certaln period after the war or un-

The provision in regard to the Pat- 
riotic fund, Mr. Gariepy explained, 
was in consequence of the decision of 
the government to raise the contribu- 
tion of the province by taxation. The 
new bill, he eaid, would not take away 
from any municipal body or school 
district the power to grant exemption 
entirely or partially in favor of the 
property owned by a soldier, and it 
also retained the power given the gov- 
ernment to give exemption by order- 
in-counctl in regard to taxes pald by 
a soldier's wife. 

The old act described the soldiers 
as men who had actually enlisted. 
That provision, said the minister, was 
retained In the new legislation and 
protection was extended to depend- 
ents, particularily widows. The act 
would also cover the conscripted men, 
There would be absolute exemption 
in favor of the soldiers from the Pat- 
riotic tax,

For more than twenty-five years 
John BH, Redmond fought for home 
rule in Ireland and for a majority of 
that time he was the recognised leader 
of Ireland's “struggle for liberty.’ As 
chairman of the Irish parliamentary 
party-—the Nationalists—he exerted a 
powerful influence in bringing about 
the creation of the Jrish convention 
Organized in July, 1917, to devise a 
system of government for the island. 

When Premier Lioyd George in that! 
year offered two methods of settling 
the vexed Irish question, it was Red-| 
mond who, as spokesman of the) 
Nationalists, rejected the proposition 
for a partition of Ireland and, instead, 
accepted Lioyd George's alternative! 
plan for the convocation of the Irish 
convention in which Irishmen of near- 
ly all parties and creeds might meet 
{n the effort to compose their difficul- 
ties and draft a constitution that 
would afford justice to all. 

Redmond was one of the delegates to 
the convention which sat at various 
times at Dublin, Belfast and Cork in 
1917 and 1918. 

In House Since 1881 

Born in 1861, son of W. A. Red- 
mond, deceased, member of the British} 
parliament from Wexford, Ireland, 
John E, Redmond had sat almost con- 
tinuously in the British house of com- 
mons since 1881. There his parlia- 
mentary fight for home rule earned 

‘for him the sobriquet of the “stormy 
petre] of the house.” 

Educated in Clongowes Wood col- 
legs, Kildare, and ‘Trinity College, 


Dublin, Redmond was called to the 
London bar tn 1886 and the Irish bar 
the following year but he never.prac- 
ticed law, He devoted himself almost}

wholly to his parliamentary and politi- 
cal duties, 

Redmond's eloquence and his grasp 
of parliamentary procedure won his 
early recognition tn parliament and 
when, in 1891, the Irish party was dis- 
rupted, consequent on the Parnell 
scandals, he became the accredited 
leader of the Parneilites. In 1900 he 
succeeded In bringing about an amal- 
gamation of the two leading national- 
ist parties and his position as Natlon- 
elist leader secure, 

Supports War 

With the entrance of England in-the 
war, Redmond tmmediately defined 
his position as squarely with the gov- 
ernment in the earnest prosecution of 
the war. His support of the govern- 
ment brought upon him the opposi- 
tion and bitter condemnation of the 
Sinn Fein party, members of which 
at a public meeting accused him of 
being’ a traitor to the Irish cause. 

He majntained his loyal pesition 
even during the exciting days of the 
Sinn Fein revolution, decrying the re- 
bellion, but attributing it to German 
plotting in the United States, When 
the rebellion had been put down he 
used all the eloquence of which he was 
capable in pleading for leniency to- 
ward the great mags of the rebels, 
and in urging a speedy settlement of 
the differences that had caused the 
revolt, 

John B, Redmond was a brother of 
Major William H. K. Redmond, who 
was killed while fighting under the 
British flag in France in 1917, Major 
Redmond was a member of parlia- 
ment for East Clare. 

Captain William A. Redmond, son 
of John W., member of parliament for 
East Tyrone, was awarded the D.8.0O. 
medal for gallantry in the war.

Horses on Battlefield. 


It is a popular impression that mo- 
tor transportation has largely super- 
seded the horse. You will be sur- 
prised to know that at the present 
time there are approximately 4,500,000 
horses on the battlefields of -Europe— 
of which more than a million and a 
half came from the continent of Am- 
erica, It was thought at the begin- 
ning of the war that the cavalry was 
an antiquated branch of the army. 
but the faet ts that the French and 
British are holding hundreds of thaus- 
ands of cavalry in readiness for use 
as soon 4s the Germans have heen 
driven out of their trenches, Even 
the movies show that the horses alone 
are hauling cannon and supplies over 
{the rough territory away from the 
smooth motor roads, up to the battle 
lines. They have motor ambulances 
on the battlefields in France which 
cost $5,000 each, for removing wound- 
ed horses, and over 84 per cent of the 
wounded horses have been restored 
and returned to military service by 
the veterinary corps of the British 
army, 


Bigcer Demand Coming. 

The ineveaged development of this 
Western country will create an in- 
creased demand for horses, We can- 
not look to the old country as we have 
in the past, but we must produce our 
own supply.

‘Greater 
production of foodstuffs cannot take 
place,” said Professor Dowell, ‘unless 
there is man-power and horse-power. 
At the present time horses were 
cheaper in Canada than any other 
class of live stoek. He also spoke of 
the value of using brood mares on 
the farma, } 
really paid for the feed of themselves} 
and the mares. and the horse-power}| 
really did not cost anything He urged 
the breeders of Alberta to breed better 
and more. At the present time only, 
about one In four mares were being 


bred, 
Praises Work Done. 

Although dealing chiefly with the! 
operation of the stallion enraliment 
act Mr. Craig took the occasion to con- 
gratulate the Horse Breeders’ Aassocia- 
tion on the work they had done 
through the Edmonton Exhibition. He 
also complimented them on having 
the best pony show in Canada and 
made special references ta the activi- | 
ties of the manager in making this. 
possible. There was nothing better, | 
thought Mr, Craig, than to encourage 
the boys and girla in the different live | 
stock activities and there was nothing | 
better than the agricultural exhibitions | 
to supplement the work of the public | 
schools, the high schools, and the _ 
| 


ricultural schools of the province. 

Mr. Craig spoke briefly of the trac- 
tors, with special feference to the 
small tractor and the part of the pro- 
vincial government was taking in the 
distribution of the Ford tractors. He 
did not feel, hawever, that they could 
depend very positively on having the 
Ford tractors delivered in time for 
the spring plowing. The chances were 
that {t would be late in delivery. 

Tractors would not seriously inter- 
fere with the horse business, said Mr. 
Craig. At the present time there was a 
great demand for goad draft horses, on 
account of the supply having been so 
seriously depleted in the old land, 
Breeding horses there were in a very 
low state and after the war it would 
be necessary for them to tour to Can- 
ada to supply them with this class of 
animal. 

Many Unsound Horses. 

Mr. Craig stated that he had gone 
out with the stallion inspectors and 
had been impressed with the fact that 
certain breeds showed a Sreat percen- 
tage of unsound horses. He also stated 
that there were double the number of 
grade horses for inspection north of 
the Red Deer river than there were 
south of that line. Here was a tremen- 
dous chance for the horse breeders of 
the north to raise the standard of the 
horse in their locality. 

Came from Manitoba, 

On account of the stallion enrollment 
acts in Manitoba and Saskatchewan, a 
lot of unsound horses had been dump- 
ed into Alberta, and to do away with 
this condition, had been one of the 
reasons for the enactment of the Al- 
berta legislation and Mr, Graig went 
very fully into the detalls of the oper- 
ations of the act and of the grading 
as it is mapped out in the act. 

There had been some dissatisfaction, 
and he regretted that this first year it 
had been necessary for the stallions to 
be inspected in the winter time, but 
the deputy minister promised that in 
the future there would be no inspec- 
tions in the winter. He thought that 
poasibly the best and most convenient} 
time would be at the time of the differ- 
ent agricultural faire, At any rate 
there would be inspectiong at the! 
time of the Edmonton and Calgary | 
spring shows. Other dates would be ar- 
ranged, 

There had been some oriticism of 
the fee charged for inspection and en- 
rollment but he would only say in this 
respect that they were less than charg- 
ed in Saskatchewan. The government 
had no desire to make money out of it. 

Mr, Cralg gave the details of the 
regulations regarding the lien that 
can be taken on a colt for service, 
when the claim must be* registered 
through the registration clerk. He also 
told of the details of the scheme as ar- 
ranged by the Dominion Government 
for assistance to homesteaders, and 
others who wish to co-operate to get 
the service of a stallion for a season. 
In this the Dominion pays 40 per cent, 
and the club 60 per cent, to the stal-

Mr. Craig complimented the horse- 
men on the fact that they had kept 
up with the times and had eut out 
many of the fancy classes at the spring 
show, and instead were featuring the 
utility classes.

One of the great matters before the 
people of the day was the feeding of 
the armies, and they were urging the 
men to produce more grain and live 
stock and to do this meant getting 
more help for the women on the farm. 

He spoke of the method the depart- 
ment was adopting to get this help, 
of tho registration bureau for both 
men and women, that were being 
opened up in Edmonton, Calgary, 
Lethbridge, Medicine Hat and Red 
Deer and arrangements were being 
made for the registration cf the peo- 
ple in the smaller places. 

Chance for City 

He then spoke of the opportunity 
of the city women to get out on the 
farms and help in the house so that 
the farmers’ daughters might get out 
and help in the ighter outdoor work. 
He would ike to see what an appeal 
of this kind would do. 

Speaking further of production, Mr. 
Marshall said that the people had re- 
sponded nobly to the demand for hogs 
and the pro@uction during the year 
would be increased by 35 or 40 per 
cent. He spoke further of the details 
of plans that the department has un- 
dertaken to solve the labor problem 
for the seeding, so far as the men 
are concerned. 

He congratulated the women on the 
attendance and that nearly every in- 
stitute in the province was represent- 
ed. It was necessary to organize to 
get the greatest possible efficiency on 
the work on the land today. To that 
end the boys and girls must be well 
trained. 

“The week that the women spend 
at the annual meeting of the Women’s 
institutes,” said Mr. Marshall, “is the 
best investment that the husband and 
hired man can make in the whole 
year.” 

The Licutenant-Governor 

His Honor Lieutenant-Governor 
Brett was the first speaker and in 
genial, kindly manner, extended a 
welgome to the visiting delegates and 
expressed his surprise at the increase 
in membership since the convention 
two yars ago, a time that had become 
historic as being about the time of 
the second reading of the Franchise 
bill. He said that the government 
must have recognized that the women 
wore deserving of the franchise as it 
had passed through the legislature 
very easily. ‘ 

Increased responsibility followed the 
Privileges accorded the women, and 
they were being watched as to what 
they would make of the privileges, 
The observation, continued the speak- 
er, proves that ihe responsibilities 
have been fully realized and the wom- 
en have doubiéd their activities. His 
Honor congratulatetd the women on 
their endeavors in the Red Cross and 
patriotic work, which is evidence suf- 
ficient of the responsibility, and that 
they are taking their part in the great 
war. 

Conservation 

Never had there been a better op- 
portunity to prove patriotism than in 
the work of conservation, said His 
Honor, and to the women are given 
the greatest opportunity to help the 
boys at the front. But withal, the 
speaker believed, we were not yet 
alive to what we could do fn the great 
war. He wished to impress on every- 
one the duty of the individual. He 
particularly emphasized the splendid 
spirit demonstrated by the orga - 
tion. As conservation was the topic 
of the y, the speaker wished to 
Specially mention the conservation of 
the young life. His Honor cited the 
fact of the children in the schools 
laboring under some djsability which 
was not through any wilful neglect, 
but from causes unknown and which

New Fire Chief 
Joined in 1908 


The new fire chief, Richard Davis, 


is an old country man, a Welshman by 
birth, his native town being Abery- 
stwyth, North Waites. 

He secured his education in the 
national and intermediate schools, and 
then, like many another Welshman, 
his first experience of work came with 
employment in a mine. 

Canada held out attractions, and he 
arrived in the Dominion in 1906, and 
after filling a variety of positions, he 
came West and yornne the Edmonton 
fire department in August, 1908, All 
his experience of fire fighting haa been 
gained in the Edmonton brigade, the 
same as ex-Chief Henderson, and he 
has nine and a half years’ work with 
the department to his credit. 

During all this time he haa pro- 
gressed steadily, Entering as fireman, 
he went to No, 3 hall and was after- 
wards promoted to lieutenant, in Au- 
gust, 1911, The following year ho 
went to No, 4 hall as captain, and two 
years later, in JaJnuary, 1914, he was 
made captain of No. 8 hall, at 126th 
and Albany avenue, Wednesday, 
March 6, 1918, saw his fing] gromo- 
tion to fire chief, : 

Chief Davis was the senior captain, 
and with the other captains included 
in the old force attended a meeting of 
the city council at 1:80 o'clock on 
Wednesday, when the men were inter- 
viewed and the selection made. 

He is 44 years of age anu unmar- 
ried, as his wife died last year, but 
has a grown-up son who is now in 
England, 

Chief Davis has the entire 
fidence of the men under him.

Dress, hé etated, was due in 
a large measure to the state of health.

good for body and mind. 
Premier Stewart Speaks 

As the women represent 75 per cent. 
of the electorate, the government 
wished to present a good case, said 
Premier Stewart, humorously, in be- 
sinning his address, and, therefore, he 
could not venture into the fields so 
delightfully and easily trodden by the 
preceding speaker, who did not fear 
an election, 

Women undertook the pioneering 
and the hardships and why not share 
the privileges along with the men, 
was a potent query of the speaker. 
“Franchise has come to stay,” sald 
Mr. Stewart. The women members of 
the iegislature were sizing up the gov- 
ernment now and the speaker hoped 
the government would not come sec- 
ond best, when they made their de- 
cision. 

“Men and women are vitally inter- 
ested In the affairs of the country, and 
never has there been placed greater 
responsibility on the shoulders of the 
men and women than at the present, 
continued Mr, Stewart.

Stewart. 

The question of immigration was a 
very important one discussed at the | 
recent conference at Ottawa and also 
the question of the conservation of 
child life,

His Worship Mayor Evans present-|

and this he understeod was one of the 
chief items of business considered by 
the Women's Institute.

New Chief Sanctioned by |

DAVIDSON DRIVES OUT 


Ex-Chief Gets Three Months | 
Pay Adyanced for Dismis- | 
sal—Men Two Weeks | 


Promptly at 6° o’clock on Wed- 
nesday evening the firemen who 
have been on strike walked back 
into the fire hall and resumed the 
tasks which they laid down a 
little over a month ago. 

Previous to that at 5.30, Mayor 
Evans had carried out the instal- 
lation of the newly-appointed 
chief, R. Davis, at No. 2 fire hall, 

At 6 o’clock a number of the 
aldermen were in attendance at 
No. 2 hall, including Aldermen 
Wilson, Kinney, Pheasey, McCop- 
pen, H. Malton Martin, W. H. 
Martin and Prevey. As the doors 
were thrown open ex-Chief Da- 
vidson drove out in his own pri- 
vate car and the old force walked 
in, The men who were quitting | 
gave three cheers for ex-Chief 
Davidson before leaving the hall. 

The old firemen were in high 
spirits and cheered lustily on en-| 
tering the hall, besides giving a 
hearty one for Ald. McCoppen, 
whom they encountered on the | 
sidewalk outside of the hall. 


Before the men had been inside two 
minutes, the hall was filled with the 
reek of burning gasoline, as they 
pulled off their coats immediately and 
fell to testing the engines and ma- 
chinery, the apparatus being all ta- 
ken out to see if it was in a fit con- 
aition for a run, 

The men: state that the old depart- 
ment goes back practically intact, as 
men who had taken other positions in 
the meantimo are returning. Assist- 
ant Chief Soles had been granted three 
months sick leave by council, but on 
Wednesday evening he stated that he 
intended to remain on duty until Chief 
Davis had got things into running 
order. 


Council Has Mecting. 

The return of the old members of 
the fire department to duty followed 
the line of action agreed upon by 
council at its epecial meeting held 
auring Wednesday afternoon. 

This was embodied in the following 
reacuvon that was adopted by coun | 
cil: 

“That in view of the result of the 
plebiscite, the present chief and all 
the members of the fire department 
employed since February 1st, 1918, be 
relieved of their posts forthwith and 
that all the members of the fire de-| 
partment who left the employ of the 
city on or about Feb. 1st, 1918, be at 
cence given an opportunity for re-em- 
ployment and that Captain Davis be 
chief of the department.” 

This resolution did not meet with 
the approval of Ald. Kinney and Mc- 
Coppen, as Ald. Kinney, although he 
agreed with a permanent appoint- 
ment of chief being made right away, 
said that the council should provide 
for the dismissal of the whole of the 
force under Mr. Davidson, and not let 
the onus of any dismissals rest upon| 
the new chief. 

The Kinney Amendment 

Ald, Kinney proposed the follow- 
ing amendment: 

“That in view of the result of the 
plebiscite of March 5th, the commis- 
sioners are instructed to require that 
the present chief and all members of 
the fire departwient now in the em- 
Ploy of the city on or about February 
their duties; that all the members of 
the fire department who left the em- 
ploy of the ctiy on or about February 
ist, 1918, be at once given an oppor- 
tunity for re-employment without pre-! 
judice, and that the senior officer, 
Captain Davis, be made chief of the 
Edmonton fire department.” 

The amendment was seconded by} 
Ald. McCoppen,; but on being put to) 
the vote was defeated by seven votes) 
to two. Those voting for were Ald. 
Kinney and Ald. McCoppen and those 
against Ald. Wilson, Pheasey, Bush, 
Prevey, W, H. Martin, Esdale and 
H, Milton Martin, 

Council stated that the responsibil- 
ity of the department was now upon 
the new chief and that the power of 
hiring and dismissing men was in his 
hands alone, 

Men Get Two Weeks’ Pay 
After some discussion, it was agreed 


ing that he did not see the reason for 
the different treatment to other mem- 
bers of the force, and Ald. Prevey| 
thought that one month's salary would 
be satisfactory. 

Ald. W. lH. Martin pleaded for con- 
sideration for the ex-chief, seeing 
what “‘he had been through lately.” 

It was agreed that Assistant Chief 
Soles should have three months’ sick 
leave and a month's leave was grant- 
ed to Captain Badenock. Medical 
certificates were presented in both 
cases to Say that the men were seri- 
ously unwell, 

Ald. McCoppen said that as an in- 
spection of apparatus was made when 
the new force went In, another inspec- 
tion should now be made on the re- 
turn of the old force. 

Mayor Fivans said that application 
for this to be done could come through 
the new chief. 

The city council again faced a big 
audience when they met on Wednes- 
day.

To Discuss Amendments City 
Council Asks of Legislature! 1s FNDANGERED 


Reception of Charter Applications in Municipal 
cides Council in Favor of Public Meetings— 


Three More Amend- 


ments Will Be Added to List—School Board May Buy City De- 


bentures. 


Three more charter amendments 
came before the city council on Wed- 
nesday afternoon and were passed and 
will now be included In the number to 
go before the provincial legislature for 
saiiction, 

Council will meet again on Friday 
afternoon when the charter amend- 
ments and other legislation to come 
before the provincial house will be 
gone into . On Friday evening it has 
been arranged to call a meeting of the 


city institutions for the purpose of 
meeting the city council and discuss- 
ing the charter amendments. 

The city council! also agreed that 
arrangements should be made for 
calling two public meetings, one on 
either side of the river, for the pur- 
pose of discussing charter amend- 
ments. The meetings will be held in 
King Edward school and McKay ave- 
nue school, and will be called by the 
mayor, probably early next week, 

This course was decided upon fol- 
lowing the report made by the mayor 
of what had happened on Wednesday 
morning when the amendments came 
before the municipal law committee 
of the provincial legislature, 

School Board Investment 

Of the three amendments agreed to 
on Wednesday afternoon by the city 
councll the first is for the purpose of 
authorizing the echool board to invest 
its capital money in debentures of the 
city of Edmonton, in order to carry 
out the arrangement made last year 
betweer the bank and the school 
board, and the provincial department 
of education. The section reads: 

“The board of trustees of the Ed- 
monton school district No, 7, of the 
province of Alberta, may invest any 
surplus funds of sald district or funds 
thereof not required to be used in the 
immediate future In any debentures 
the city of Edmonton and may 
hold or resell the same as and when 
dhe said board shall deem expedient.” 

Another section is for the purpose 
of validating certain by-laws passed 
by the city which deal. with local im- 
provement assessements, 

Exteading Short-Term Debentures 

The other section to be included in 
the amendments, and which was 
agreed to, contains a scheme to tho 
plan to extend the short-term debent- 
ures issued on the security of the 
$2,719,000 tax arrears of 1913 and 
1914, and which fall due this coming 
July. The mayor explained the pur- 
port of the amendment, which he held 
was to deal specifically with these de- 
bentures, and no other., He atated 
that the draft had been submitted to 
broker's solicitors at Toronto andjad 
been approved. 

The eection reads as follows: 

“The Edmonton charter is hereby 
amended by adding to Section 309 
thereof, the following subsection: 

“(6) Where money has been bor- 
rowed against the arrears of taxes for 
any particular year vy the issue and 


gale of especial debentures, bdille or 
other eecurities charged thereon, and 
a sufficient amount of such particular 
arrears to retire the indebtedness have 
not been paid three monthe before the 
maturity of such securities, the coun- 
cil may apply the moneys, if any, 
which have been paid on account of 
such particular arrears, towards pay- 
ment of such indebtedness and in re- 
tiring some of such securities at the 
maturity thereof, and the council may, 
without the agesent of the burgesses, 
borrow sufficient moneys over and 
above the amount go paid, to retire 
all of the sald eecurities at the ma- 
turity thereof. The councl) may bor- 
row such moneys by the issue and 
sale of special debentures, bills or 
other securities in each form and pay- 
able at such place or places, either 
without or within Canada and for 
such period not exceeding five years, 
from the time of the issue of the se- 
curities first issued, and so to be re- 
tired, dnd at such rate of interest not 
exceeding eight per centum per an- 
num, as the council may by the by- 
law provide, and may make the same 
a first charge on all of the sald par- 
ticular arrears of taxes, including 
school taxes, not theretofore paid. Or 
instead of borrowing money to retire 
the said securities, as above provided, 
the council] may apply all moneys re- 
ceived or or on account of such par- 
ticular arreare in payment of some of 
such special debentures, tills or other 
securities, and agree with the holders 
of the special debentures, bills or other 
securities not so paid to extend the 
time for payment of the same for any 
term not exceeding five years from the 
time of the issue thereof. 

“Such extension of time may be in 
guch form as the council may by by- 
law provide and may be made sub- 
ject to provisions for retiring the se- 
curities befcre the expiry of the time 
for which such’ extension is made. 
Such extension of time may be made 
by a document attached to the securi- 
ties or be written, printed or stamped 
upon the securities, and shall be esign- 
ed by the treasurer, and his signature 
may be written, stamped, lithographed 
or engraved, and such extension of 
time ehall be binding: upon the cor- 
Poration and upon the: holder of the 
securities, 

“The council may appoint an agent 
or agents for carying into effect the 
matters herein provided for, and may 
pay him or them reasonable remuner- 
ation for hig or their services. The 
council shall pass a by-law or by-laws 
authorizing any proceeding to be tak- 
en under the authority of this sub- 
section, and may by\guch by-law or 
by-laws authorize the taking of all 
proceedings necessary or expedient for 
carrying into effect the powers here- 
by conferred unon the council. Any 
such by-law or by-laws may be passed 
by the council and shall not require 
the assent of the burgesses before the 
final passing ther. vf.”

HEARS SALE OF 
_ BREAD IN CITY 


| Report on Effect of New Food 
Control Regulations Will Be 
Made to Oouncil 


A report hag to be furnished to the 
city counci! by Friday next as to how 
the new regulations of the food con- 
troller will affect the price an@ weight 
of bread sold in Edmonton. 

The information has to be supplied 


by the food inspectors under the 
health department. and has been ask- 
ed for by Ald, Kinney, who etated to 
council on Wednesday that he under- 
stood that the sale of bread in the 
city would be eertously affected by the 
new order. 

Chief Food Inepector Gwaile on be- 
ing questioned stated that the effect of 
the order 18 to allow the general sale 
of a 20-ounce unwrapped loaf in the 
city. Up to the beginning of March 
the bread standard in the city was 
24 ounces for an Ae. loaf and 
20 ounces for a wrapped loaf. 

At the Instance of Ald: Badale, the 
city council have asked the safety and 
health committee to furnish a report 
on the state of the lanes and vacant 
property in the city. Ald. Badale eaid 
that his attention was called to tho 
condition of the adjacent lanes by the 
manager of The Macdonald, and per- 
sonally he contended that some active 
steps in cleaning u> the city were 
needed.

Looking Backward. 

During what it is to be hoped 
may now be spoken of as ‘‘the re- 
cent unpleasantness’’ the city was 
in a difficult and dangerous situa- 
tion. The firemen had the sym- 
pathy of the large majority of 
the citizens and were in a position 
to make big trouble had they been 
so minded, Instead of even inclin- 
ing to that course they took the 
part of responsible and reputable 
citizens, confident in the justice 
of their cause and in the fairness | 
of their fellow-citizens.

A Penalty for Paying Taxes. 

Number 20 of the amendments 
which the city council is asking 
the Legislature to insert in the 
city charter provides that: 


“The council shall in each year 
fix by bylaw and assess and levy upon 
all land and special franchises assessed 
upon the last revised assessment roll, 
such rate or rates as shall be necessary 
to raise the estimated amount of 
money required for the use of the city 


during the year, together with such | 


sums as shall be annually required by 
the various school trustees having jur- 
{sdiction within the city for school 
purposes, making due allowances for 
estimates of revenue from other 
sources, the costs of collection and for 


the abatement of. taxes and for taxes two windows withou 


which may not be collected; but the 
council shall not levy in any one year 
for municipal purposes, exclusive of 
debenture rates, school rates and 
local improvement rates, more than an 
aggregate rate of two cents on the 
dollar upon the total value of assess- 
able lands and special franchises in 
the city according to the last revised 
asseosment roll thereof. 

(2) The counci] may make the said 


allowance for taxes which may not be | 


collected by way of such extra rate 
as they deem necessary, and in such 
case in addition to the ordinary tax 


receipt shall issue to every person pay- | solicitor and abide by his opinion, 


ing the same a certificate thereof, 
which certificate and the sum therein

Summarized, this proposal is 
that the man who pays his taxes 
shall be also required to pay a pro- 
portion of the year’s taxes which 
other people fail to pay, At pres- 


ent about half the total tax levy is | 


paid during the year; a million 
and a half out of three millions. 
Assuming that the proposed in- 
come tax brings in a half million 
dollars, there will remain a short- 
age of a million dollars per year 
to be collected as a super tax or 
‘forced loan’’ from those who pay 
the taxes levied upon them, Aside 
from the income tax the proposed 
amendments do not seem to pro- 
vide for levying any taxes upon 
those who are not now taxed. In 


that event this extra million dol- 


lars per year is to be required, 
from those who now pay taxes. 
That is, those property-owners 
who now actually pay their taxes 
—amounting to a million and a 
half dollars—are to be called upon | 
to pay two millions and a half; 
the extra million being credited to 
them as a loan, repayable when 
the council may see fit or be able 
to repay. So far as can be gather- 
ed from a study of the proposed 
amendments this is the plan by 
which it is intended to collect the 
extra million dollars per year that 
is needed to carry on business, In- 
stead of levying it upon those who 
now pay nothing, the scheme is 
to demand this million also from 
those who now pay all the taxes 
are paid—ear-marking the 
super tax as a ‘‘loan,’’ which may 
be repaid some time. The non-

CARE OF RETURNED MEN 
Editor The Bulletin. 

Sir: There recently has arisen in 
this country a very important, inter- 
esting and far-reaching question, It 


{s this: What sha!! we do for the re- 
turned soldiers after the war? What 
can we do to recompense the men 


who left their homes and families and 
everything near and dear to them, 
went five or six thousand miles over- 
seas and risked their lives? Also, 
what shall we do for the familles of 
those who made the supreme sacrifice, 
for us that we might enjoy life, lib- 
erty and the pursuit and enjoyment of 
happiness, as far as it can be enjoy- 
ed in this world? 

There appears to be quite a senti- 
ment in favor of conscripting the la- 
bor of all those termed aliens and 
foreginers in this country, and com- 
ne\ling them to work for one dollar 
and ten cents a day, as our soldiers; 
yet how would that benefit the re- 
turned soldiers and families of those 
who are killed or crippled for life? 
I fail to see. 

Now those . 
foreigners were solicited to come here 
by our government's paid agents, sup- 
plied with an abundance of compiled 
literature, setting forth the grand op- 
portunities and _ privileges for poor 
people to get land and make them- 
selves homes and become indenendent 
citizens, under a free and democratic 
government. 

Now, many of those people have 
been living in this country ten to fif- 
teen years, and have been, a great 
part of that time, from 40 to 100 miles 
from town and market; have suffered 
untold hardships, worked like slaves, 
and lived like beggars, and they are 
on the whole good, industrious, loyal, 
peace-loving and law-abiding people. 
Now, to disfranchise them, also com- 
pel them to work for starvation wages, 
what can they think of such treat- 
ment in comparison with what they 
were led to expect? 

Now, how can all this benefit the re- 
turned soldiers? 

I listened last Friday to Major Low- 
ery’s appeal to the Alberta legislature 
and through that body to the people 
to make preparations to do something 
in the way of justice for the boys 
overseas, It set me thinking of what 
might be done in that direction. Well 
in the first place, suppose the govern- 
ment would pay the soldiers who are 
lucky enough to get home alive, and 
to the families of those who are kill- 
ed, a sum additional to what they are 
getting, so as to make their pay about 
equal to the pay of those who stayed 
at home, which ona rough = guess 
would be, say, $45 a month. This 
would be $560 a year, $1080 for two 
years, $1620 for three years, and 
$2160 for four years’ service. 

Don't you think if the government 
had started out on such a basis as 
this that they never would have heen 
compelle@? to have recourse to con- 
scription? No! The government would 
have been unable to furnish equipment 
to keep pace with the enlistments, 
this point we may expect to hear quite 
a storm of objections and opposition 
to the foregoing proposition, Well, 
good people, we are living tn an era of 
progress, and progress chiefly consists 
of two things: First, to do things 
which were never done hefore; sec- 
ondly, to do things better than they 
have ever heen done before.

ONE ITEM 
From Toronto Globe, 

Recent discussiong at Ottawa rela- 
tive to the proposed handing over to 
the Western Provinces of their na- 
tural resources have prompted the 
Canadian Forestry Association to issue 
a specially prepared communication 
to the public and the Press, Because 
the immediate problem of Western 
forests is growing timber and over- 
taking the damage done by repeated 
forest fires, the Association points out 
that the acquisition of these resources 
by the Provinces would, at the pres 
ent time, prove a liability, It points 
out that the Dominion Forestry 
Branch spends $100,000 annually on 
forest protection in Manitoba, while 
the total revenues do not exceel 
$12,000. In Saskatchewan $145,000 is 
spent and $9,000 its received. while in 
Alberta the outlay is $200,000 and the 
receipts $18,000. 

If the forests are handed over to 
the Western Provinces, the Forestry 
Association declares, they ‘‘must ac- 
cept the situation as it actually is, and 
not as certain fairy tales would havo 
it appear.” It further proceeds to 
warn these Provinces that ‘they 
would, in all Ikelihood, automatically 
forfeit the Provincial subsidies paid 
by the Dominion government, amount- 
ing to: Manitoba, §409.007; Saskatch- 
ewan, $562,500; Alberta, 662,600, as a 
Dominion allowance in lieu of public 
lands.” 


A SELF-SUPPORTING JALIL 
From Winnipeg Telegram: 

The commonly accepted idea of 
such public services as are furnished 
by jails, hospitals for the mentally 
defective, delinquent homes, etc., is 
that they are wholly necessary at 
whatever cost. on grounds of human- 
ity and public safety; they are an 
inconvenience and an expense, and 
usually the opposite of productive 
undertakings. ‘The provincial jail at 
Lethbridge, Alberta, is to some extent 
an exception to this rule, it being al- 
most self-supporting. The total cout 
of maintaining the jail last year was 
about $35,000. Against this there 
stands a credit, chiefly in crops mar- 
keted in cash or by conversion ant 
use in the institution, of $31,000, so 
that the province stands only for a 
net cost of about $4,000. 

In addition to large crops of oats 
and barley $10,000 worth of Marquis 
wheat was harvested on the farm last 
year. The value of the pork raised 
Was $7,000. Having an adequate sup- 
ply of labor, a large area was devoted 
to hoeing crops, 55 acres having been 
sown to potatoes, 10 to mangolds, 20 
to swedes, 6 to yellow turnips, 7 to 
corn and 12 to mixed garden truck. 
Seventy tons of alfalfa was aiso ha” 
vested. One of the principal objec‘’s 
of the farm seems to be the produc- 
tion of large quantities of the more 
cheaply. grown bulk foods, and the 
concentration of these into rapidly 
growing foods, such as pork, Aboat 
25 cows are also kept on the farm, 
eight or ten of these being milch cows. 
The power stock is horses, and cou.- 
sists of ten teams of heavy Clydes and 
Shire-bred animals. The work of the 
farm and gardens, such as teaming, 
cultivation, mowing, raking, harveast- 
ing, hoeing, etc., is done by the pris- 
oners, who also do carpentry work, 
fencing, painting, etc. ‘The farm con- 
sists of about 1,000 acres,

The Evening Session 

The features of the evening ses- 
sion of the fourth annual convention 
of the Alberta Womon's Institute wére 
the addres§es from Dr. Helen Mac- 
Murchy and Miss Roberta MacAdams, 
M.P.P.. with solos from Miss McKer- 
racher and Roy Royal. 

Miss MacAdams, in beginning her 
address said that until her return to 
Canada she had never heard. of the 
faise stories about the Red Cross 
which had been circulated here It 
took a great deal of zeal to work for a 
cause and be six thousand miles away. 
Miss MacAdams was most delightful 
in her aplendid talk on the phases of 
the work of the British and the Cana- 
dian Red Cross. She gave graphic 
accounts of the work aleo of the Y. M. 
C. A. and other organizations {mme- 
diately connected with the soldiers 
and the war work. She brought home 
to the fmagination the hospitals in the 
camp, the men on Christmas day or 
out with the nursing sisters in their 
recreations, There was more talk of 
Canada than any other country [n the 
world just now, said Miss MacAdams, 
She told of how the supplies were dis- 
tributed to the patients and the ex- 
cellent system carried out {n placing 
those supplies with the patients who 
need them. 

It was not only the Red Cross which 
helped in supplies, but individuals in 
private donatiors, continued the 
speaker, and proceeded to illustrate 
how the use of a gramaphone had a 
great deal to do in very many casos 
with the recovery of a patient. In 
spite of the liberal offerings and the 
| generosity of the private individuals, 
It would be impossible to get a graina- 
phone for every ward, but In the hos- 
pital In which Miss MacAdams had 
worked and where there were 48 
wards, there were now 48 grama- 
phones provided by the kindness of 
thoughtful friends. 

When on duty the nurses or other 
helpers never thought of sympathy for 
themselves, said the sneaker, but It 
was when in this country that the 
seeming luxury and indulgence made 
it ead to know that a man with both 
limbs gone had to do without a wheel 
chair, and from this remark Miss 
MacAdams went on to tell about the 
cost, the use, and the comforts of a 
wheel chair to the badly crippled pa- 
tients. Next touched upon was the 
recreation places for the patients 
where there were always obliging self- 
sacrificing people to amuse and en- 
tertain, 

Donations could never be imited, 
and as time went on, must becoms 
greater and greater. Of two thou- 
sand or twenty-two hundred in a hos- 
pital, there weré always five? or six 
hundred “up” patients, but whether 
up or down, there was always the 
jovial spirit exhibited.

Books Carefully, Kept 

The speaker was permitted to in- 
spect the perfect system of bookkeep- 
ing just before leaving, and could rat- 
ify the fact that the books were 
audited by moet reliable accountants 
and that nothing was sold, 

Miss MacAdame then spoke of the 
work done by the women who were 
not paid and who wore the Red Cross 
uniform, The work was heavy, valu- 
able, and interésting. The hospitals, 
too, she described, and the recreation 
hutr, where some of the funds were 
spent. There were 30,600 men in the 
hospitais at one time, and giris did all 
the motor driving for that number, 
except four men motor mechanica in 
the convoy. Five of the girls were 
Canadians. These drivers were always 
cheerful. Miss MacAdams at some 
length described the ambulances, by 
whom donated, and the surprise ehe 
had had when ehe realized how very 
many came from Canada, and tho sac- 
rifice this meant. 

The Red Cross was usefu! in tracing 
missing men and in giving valuable 
information of all kinds to inquiring 
friends and relatives. 

It also took care of the relatives of 
the wounded, said Mies MacAdams, in 
conclusion. Lives were orten saved 
by having the relatives present at the 
crucial moment, which ony for the 
Red Cross could not have been pos- 
sible. These, the speaker said, were 
fome of the uees and uome of the 
activities of the Red Cross, It wae 
only on thie side that any suspicion 
er utterances of doubt were enter- 
tafned. To “carry on" was the urgent 
message brought by the speaker. 


Dr. Helen MacMurchy 


Dr, Helen MacMurchy took for her 
subject “Food Conscience.” Dr. Mac- 
Murchy brought greetings from the 
30,000 members of the 900 branches In 
the East. The same motto and the 
same devotion to the Red Cross made 
the organizations very near each 
other. To atand behind the food con- 
troller meant the unifying of the pat- 
tiotic sentiment of the country—“car- 
ty on.” It wag the good neighbgr, she 
said, which struck the chord In the 
hearts of all. Canada was the good 
neighbor to which all were looking for 
part at least of the succor needed, 

It wae while*sratching tho beaut!- 
ful sunrise on the prairies coming 
west that Miss MacMurchy saw a 
grain elevator outiined against the aun 
and it came to her es an inspiration 
that the elevator was the centre of the 
earth, the hope of the world. Bread 
was the thing needed, and the thing 
God provided in the beginning, “I was 
an hungered,”’ quoted the speaker. 
The wonderful thing we did in sup- 
plying our families was transfigured 
when we helped to feed the needy, 
said the speaker. The grains of wheat 
were not more innumerable than 
those dependent on ue for bread, In 
other words, it wae for us to look af- 
ter the production of the food. 

Dr. MacMurchy, with statistics, 
made a comparison between the prod- 
ucts of beef, pork and mutton in Can- 
ada and the United States Taking 
into consideration area and popula- 
tion, the percentage for beef produced 


by Canada was only one-ninetleth, 
pork one-sixteenth and mutton one- 
seventeith, 


“The biggest thing that goes to 
waste is land,” said the speaker. There 
was one fact she wished to impress 
upon her hearers, and that was the 
importance of the proper amount and 
quality of food given to. childran.

Efforts of British Navy and its Allies Steadily Developing 
Large Program of Anti-submarine Craft and Devices 
—But There is a Lag in Building of Merchant Ships— 
Solving Satisfactory. 


London, March 6—Sir Eric Geddes, first lord of the admiralty, in 
discussing in the House of Commons the destruction of submarines, 
said: ‘‘I have no reason to depart from my opinion that the sub- 
taarine is held, but not mastered. Submarines are being destroyed in 
increasing numbers, and as our methods develop, the numbers will 
further increase. For some months we believe we and the Americans 
have been sinking submarines as fast as they are being built, 

“‘The efforts of the British navy and the navies of its Allies are 
being steadily developed, and a large program of anti-submarine 
craft and devices is being pushed forward, although the dag in the 
mercantile shipbuilding is reflected here also. 


“Nevertheless, we and our allies 
have been able to devote more re- 
sources to the Mediterranean which 
in the past hag been regarded by sub- 
marine commanders as a rest cure and 
a happy hunting ground. The conyoy 
system has been greatly developed and 
{sg a real success. Since it was adopt- 
ed 35,000 ships have been convoyed 
with very low losses.
